Til private they only disagree as to the 
iiurnher of days the struggle will last,

pontiliieal routine a peaceful sleep, the 
duiation of which gave rise to sopie 
alarm , .several visits from his doctors and 
audiences w ith four or five cardinals.

. The grim oddity of the situation was. 
heightened by the coincidence th a t M arini 
him.sr.if w as coadjutor to th e secretary of 
the eonsistoral congregation w hen P ius 
IX. died. This indication of w ishes of his 
hfiiinesK, though given under circum stancs 
of pathetic concealm ent, is likely to se­ 
cure lo r M arini the place m ade v acan t 
by ih esudden death of Volpini. 


A nother incident show ing the w onderful 
vitality of his holiness occurred when th e 
pnpe w as told of the postponem ent of 
King Victor Em m anuel's. Visit to P aris on 
account of the papal affliction.

morn.'ng th a t th e pope w as failing rapidly. 
T he pope took m idday nourishm ent of 
s^weet breads, chicken jelly and a sm all 
glass of w ine and then fell Into a peace­ 
ful sleep. 


SATOL.L.I. IN T E R V IE W . 


Rome, Ju ly 11.—C ardinal 
Satolli 
re­ 
ceived a representative of the A ssociated 
P ress a t th e palace of St. John L ateran 
th is afternoon and during th e conversa­ 
tion confirm ed th e rep o rt th e pope had re­ 
cently expressed a w ish to be burled In 
the m agnificent . latern basilica, 
w hich 
h as been under Satolli’s charge since his 
rétu rn fro m th e U nited States. 


" I saw his holiness only la st night.” 
said th e cardinal, "an d he w as very, very 
w eak. \He h as begun to lose th e pow er of 
enunciating his w o rd s, clearly 
and 
his 
tongue seem s to have som e stran g e Im­ 
pedim ent, b u t his m ind continues perfect­ 
ly clear and he does n o t appear to have 
any realization of the g rav ity of his case. 
F o r Instance, the congregation of rites, 
over w hich the pope presides, had fixed 
the tim e fo r considering the question of 
the canonization of Joan of Arc, «The holy 
fath er kept this In m ind and notw ith­ 
standing his condition sen t fo r Amicia, 
his secretary, and directed him to have 
the m eeting teniiporarlly p u t oiT, saying 
he g reatly regretted not being able to 
m eet the congregation a t th e appointed 
time, next Tuesday, b u t he would cer­ 
tainly be able to m eet the congrega,tlon 
soon, 


Satolll cited this incident as show ing 
th a t th e pontiff. regarded hls< present'U l- 
ness a s one from w hich he w ould recoverj 
a t least sufficiently to resu m e the direc­ 
tion of Im portant questions of church 
policy. B ut, a fte r m entioning the m atter, 
the cardinal shook his h^ad m ournfully 
and said he felt fully satisfied th e holy 
fath e r couldi not live m ore ^than a few 
days longer. 
“A lthough h is m ind Is per­ 
fectly clear and w onderfully vigorous,’’ 
th e cardinal added, “ th e pontilT s outw ard 
evidence of stren g th is deceptive and is In 
reality due to th e u n rem ittin g use of 
pow erful stim ulants, chiPiiy caffeine; in­ 
deed th e co n stan t adm inistration of stim u­ 
lan ts practically su stain s h is stren g th and 
life a t th is tim e an d Im m ediately afte r 
th e effect of th e stim ulans passés aw ay 
he relapses Into extrem e w eakness. T his 
is due in p a rt to the peculiar sensitiveness 
of th e holy fa th e r’s nerves, w hich alm ost 
Instantly respond to artificial stim u lan ts 
and a t the sam e tim e Im m ediately col­ 
lapse a fte r these stim u lan ts a re w ith­ 
draw n.” 


The cardinal w as asked w hether the 
pope m ade a testam en tary request reg ard ­ 
ing his final resting place an d he' replied: 
Tes, b u t th a t w as. som e tim e ago, per­ 
haps a y ear back. 
W hen he m ade his 
w ill h e expressed a desire th a t a fte r hé 
had rested th e usual period of one y ea r a t 
St. P ete r’s th a t his final resting place 
shQUld be here, a t th e church of S t j<hui 
LAteran. T hen I shw th e holy fa th e r only 
a sh o rt tim e before .this sickness an d he 
again bro u g h t th e n a t t e r up, sayli^r w ith 
éam estn ess that^lie w ished to repose liercL 
B ut I endeavored to dism iss m uch gloom y 
thoughts from ' b is m ind by telling him 
there w as no nee^ of considering such 
a th in g a t th a t. tim e.

His knowing« of law was broad and 
general, bu^ jpractlcal rather than specula­ 
tive. /A s a practitioner hone had a readier 
or more subtle' appreciation of the legal 
principles Involved in the facts of a par­ 
ticular case! No one could more clearly 
read the human nature In the twelve men 
In the jury box or more deftly encourage 
a' witness to présent a phase of a case not 
before thought of. 


He read extensively and with apprecia­ 
tion in history, politics and general litera­ 
ture.* Having a strong memory, he was 
widely Informed In the best thought of 
the time. 


Prominent among his virtues was his 
fidelity to a client.* Once retained he was 
enlisted in the càuse of his client so thor­ 
oughly that he could hardly admit that 
either .law or equity could be accommo­ 
dated to any „result other than victory for 
the client. 
Whatever, .militated against 
that victory was wrong and must be put 
down. 


He was ever ready to be accommodating 
to fellow membiers of the bar in the tran«- 
action df businèss. His word to them was 
Inviolate. 
Stipulations with him were 
ever held sacked; 


Intense in his feeling, even to bit1;erness, 
he was among the readiest to surrender 
to kindness. A personal favor or evidence 
of personal appreciation would dissipate* 
all rahcoç. Hé craved to be loved. 


He was géhtle with and loved by the 
children with whoin he had to do. None 
among us cared mòre for the favoring 
smile of a child. Sensitive and Intense as 
were his feelings he could forgive and be 
forgiven. No man needed to live in es­ 
trangement from him if willing to do a 
part toward reconciliation. He was gen­ 
erous to persons in distress and over ready 
to respond to appeals of this sort. 


The members of the Morgan county bar 
are consciotis of the loss of à conspicuous, 
able and Important member. We are sad­ 
dened b>' thé' loss. That his memory may 
be cherished wé ask that this, exprésslon 
of appreciation be st)rcad tipon the records 
of the Morgan'county circuit court at the 
next term thereof arid'copies be given to 
our daily papers for publication.

Just put my name 
down for ISO.' That was his manly, gen­ 
erous impulse toward the cause he loved. 
The church did not overlook this knightly 
'Soldier of "the cross, but chose him In 
1896 as a lay delegate to the general con­ 
ference. «This is a rare honor and shows 
how high he stood in the councils of the 
ehureh. He was most capable to partici-^ 
pate in such a notable.gathering by vir­ 
tue of presence, ability and Interest. He 
was, not proud or adverse to a humble 
position in the Ma'ster'’s cause. For a long 
time he taught in the Sunday school. 
During the last school year, though weak 
Sind feeble, he nevertheless taught ' thè 
class from the Woman’s college. In my 
many quiet talks with the Judge I was 
impressed with his deep sincerity. There 
was an openness and frankness about 
him that I admired. He despised hypró¿ 
crisy. He knew his failings *arid did not 
wish for anyone to cover theih. He was 
too honest for that. He did not seek to 
make 
display of his religious convict­ 
ions, still these convictions were like the 
mountains to the valley. They supplied all 
that was needed to keep his faith and 
hope in Jesus Christ bright and sure. He 
believed in the life mission and atonement 
of our Savior and had a child like faith 
in the Christ of the New Testament. In 
the death of Judge Whitlock Jacksonville 
loses á prominent citizen, the local pro­ 
fession a strong and In^uential lawyer 
and the church â talented, liberal and 
generous supporter. He was also a trus­ 
tee of our Woman’s college. 
He took 
great pride In the school. Sver and anon 
he did some precious act Indicative of 
his thought and' good will. 
Sspecially 
was this true with the m ar 
made to the library of «the school. Re- 
ently a fine set of reference books came 
with no card of explanation. Dr. Harker 
wondered as to who the donor could be 
Or how they came to be sent. -After awhile 
his thought reverted to the ju’dge and 
the secret was out. He .also gave li^raU 
iy of his means at various times to' aid 
the coHege In Its splendid work.« As a 
tnember of the executive board he was 
very valuable. In his death the colllege 
loses a true friend and a sincere coun- 
ciler. Mainy of these pillars, are being re­ 
moved.

John Mayo Palmer, 8on of Late 
Gen. Palmer and Prominent 
Illinois Jurist, Passes 
Away. 


John Mayo Palmer, of Chicago, 
died at Battle Creek, Mich., Friday 
night, a sufferer from Bright's dis­ 
ease. He was one of the most promi­ 
nent citizens of the state, former 
member of the state legislature and 
late assistant corporation counsel of 
Chicago under Mayor Carter Har­ 
rison. 


Mr. Palmer was the oldest son of

Lancaster & Kreidei*^ brokers of St. 
Louis, is spending a few days in the 
city at the home^ of liis parents.

Mr. Kreider has re­ 
cently returned from a business trip 
to the island of Santo Domingo in 
the interest of the West India Pe­ 
troleum Mining and E x ^ rt company, 
in which concern he is 
a 
stock­ 
holder. 
This company has securec 
a 99-year concession from the gov­ 
ernment of Santo I>omingo 
18.62 
miles square. Within this tract they 
have recently Itought outright a Bee- 
tion 9x7 miles,* of which they have 
absolute control.

and 
Mr. 
Kreider 
went 
to 
the 
island for the p u i^se of complying 
with certain conditions

Mr. Kreider talks very interest­ 
ingly of the country lie lias recently 
visited and feels that the holdings 
of the company in the island i^re far 
above anticipations and 
that 
the 
prosijccts for development arc ex- 
(icedingly bright. 


There are no laws that provide for 
the protection of staked claims as in 
this country an<l even the owner of 
land w’ho discovers minerals on his 
projjerty has not the right to mine for 
the same without securing permis­ 
sion from the government anthori- 
tie.s. 


The eighteen mile tract is located 
in the province of Azua de Com- 
|K)stella, this province 
being 
the 
home of the great Mexican explorer, 
Cortez, and the records show that H 
was once a notary public in the 
province. The population of the town 
of Azua numbers 3,000 j^ople and 
they depend upon the raising of cof­ 
fee, sugar, tobacco 
and 
kindred 
prodircts as a means of< livlihood.' 
The company’s property 
is 
about 
three miles distant from the town 
arid from the investigations that have 
been made is remarkably rich in 
mineral resources. 
The land is six 
miles from the sea coast and 350 
feet above the sea level.

Three Hundred yards from the pit 
described is a bare spot with no 
vegetation for a wide radius and 
lete sulphur and iron foliations are* 
quite evident.

spot has been dug by some one and 
Mtles laid across 
in 
hap^hazzard 
fashion. Owls are frequently found 
lying dead in the bottom, of the pit 
and the theory is tliat they li^^t upon, 
the poles and the gas fumes from 
the pit asphyxiate them, and they 
are overcome while i^ o ra n t of Ihéir 
danger.

From a pic­ 
ture shown the top of trees are s^ n 
growing above the walls on the in­ 
side,, a curious circumstance indeed.

made that a magnificent monument 
has been erected and the receptible 
placed in a massive mausoleum. ^

I t should be borne in mind that 
the Santo Dominican government is 
composed of White H aiti and Plack 
laiti and that the province described 
is White Haiti.
